The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
Stephen Johnson, Patrick Maxwell, and Ralph Webb met and reviewed the above 
case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Law Enforcement officers are entitled to use the amount of force that is 
reasonable and necessary to make an arrest, prevent escape, or overcome 
resistance. 


FINDINGS: 


Two Compton Station units were dispatched to a location regarding a family 
disturbance call. The first two deputies (assisting unit) arrived and made contact 
with the suspect who was inside the apartment. The suspect appeared to be 
under the influence of alcohol and/or drugs, and was cursing loudly and agitated 
at the deputies’ presence.

EFRC -2- July 1, 2013 


As the deputies were speaking to the suspect and asking him to step out of the 
apartment, the suspect raised his left arm up on the door frame and made a fist. 
Unsure if the suspect was about to assault them or trying to hide something in 
the apartment, the deputies took hold of the suspect and took him to the ground. 
The suspect was resistive prior to being taken to the ground. Once on the 
ground, the suspect was handcuffed. During the confrontation, the suspect 
sustained a small fracture to his right elbow and a sprain to his left knee. 


The EFRC determined the force used against the uncooperative and resistive 
suspect was reasonable, necessary, and justified. The EFRC also determined 
the tactics used were within Department policy. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Leonard McCray, 
conduct a tactical debriefing with all involved personnel regarding the unique 
circumstances of this incident. The tactical debriefing is to cover the issues of a 
supervisor responding to the scene after a use of force, and the need to 
document protective sweeps in their report. 


Additionally, the EFRC recommended a Watch Briefing be conducted regarding 


injured suspects being transported directly to the hospital for medical clearance 
prior to being transported to the station.
